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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 20-25, 32-48, and 53 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention. Election was made 
without traverse in Paper Nos. 5 and 7. 

2. It is requested that applicant cancel non-elected claims 20-25 and 32-48 in 
response to this action to facilitate the issue process if the application is ultimately 
allowed. 

3. Claim 55 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The limitation that the distance between the 
bottom support structure and the roof is less than about double the height of a vehicle is 
not supported in the original specification and comprises new matter - note for example 
the top of page 6 of the instant specification. 

4. Claims 17-19 and 55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Re claim 17, in view of the amendments to the base claim, the bottom support 
structure of line 3 and the roof of line 4 apparently constitute double inclusions of 
the bottom structure and roof elements respectively recited in the base claim. 
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Additionally in view of these multiple recitations, "said bottom support structure" 
and "said roof used throughout the claim lack clear antecedent basis. 
Re claim 19, "said bottom support structure" used throughout the claim lacks 
clear antecedent basis at each occurrence. 

Re claim 55, the claim is incomplete as it depends from a canceled claim. 

5. Claims 17-19 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

6. Claims 1, 3-16, 49-52, 54, and 58-59 are allowed.
